r. The best way to get uni 
form distribution is to use a small 
two-wheeled adjustable fertilizer 
spreader. To spread the fertilizer 
by hand, choose a windless day 
take only a small amount at a 
time, throw it with a wide swing 
ing motion, and cover the area 
from two directions at right an 
gles to each other: walk back 
and forth over the whole lawn in 
parallel lines about eight feet 
apart while you spread half of 
the fertilizer, then repeat cross 
wise of the area. If possible, feed 
a lawn just before a substantial 
rain, for this will wash the fer 
tilizer off the grass blades before 
it injures them. Otherwise, give 
it a good watering with the hose 
as soon as you finish spreading 

Most lawns, particularly neg 
lected ones, are helped by spring 
time liming. If you buy finely 
ground raw limestone, and not 
hydrated lime, you can kill two 
birds with one stone by mixing it 
in with the fertilizer and spread- 
ing them both together. The lime 
application rate should be about 
25 pounds per 1,000 square feet. 

If the soil of your lawn tends 
to be hard, build up its quality by 
spring and fall applications of 
good topsoil, or even of poor 
earth mixed with an equal bulk 
of well crumbled peat moss. The 
first of these treatments can go 
on immediately in a layer no 
deeper than a half-inch, prior to 
the fertilizer and lime treatment 


Spread the fresh soil evenly. and 








work it down around the crowns 
of the grass by sliding a steel 
rake lightly back and forth, up 
side down, so that the teeth will

Always set your mow- 
er to cut at a height of 114 to 1% 
inches. Mowing frequency varies 
considerably according to the 
weather, soil, and type of grass, 
but it may run anywhere from 
two- or three-times a week in 
spring to once in two weeks in @ 
hot, dry midsummer. Don't let 
the grass get taller than about 24% 
inches, or the plants will develop 
leggy. few-leaved stems in their 
struggle to reach the light. Fi- 
nally, continue mowing until the 
grass stops growing in late fall, 
so that it can start the winter 
in a clean, unmatted condition 
and escape most of the ills to 
which untended lawns are nor

On the way 
back from Gaspé (always to be taken clockwise) stop at one of 
the overnight cabins on the border of New Brunswick and go fish- 
ing in the Restigouche River. It can’t be beat. 

New Brunswick itself not only lists its approved handicraft 
shops, but gives too the names and addresses of its finest crafts- 
men and invites you to ask questions. Last year the New Brunswick 
School of Arts and Crafts was founded in Fundy Park under the 
direction of Dr. Ivan H. Crowell, provincial director of handi- 
crafts. For a dollar a day and the cost of materials you may 
learn weaving, leatherwork, wood turning, rug hooking, and block 
printing. You might even inveigle your husband away from his 
fishing long enough to persuade him to make a Washademoak 
table-bench for the children. It is a reproduction of a table made 
150 years ago, simple to make and with innumerable uses. The 
school is at Alma directly on the Bay of Fundy where the world- 


famous thirty-foot-high tidal bore gathers its waters twice a 
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day for the final race through the narrow opening. Tourist camps 
in New Brunswick are legion, many of them on rushing trout 
streams and all of them inexpensive. Often a craftsman runs a tour 
ist camp, too. The Charlotte County Craft Shop, on the other hand 
is in fashionable St. Andrews, across from Maine. Their home 
spuns in heather mixtures are indestructible as well as beautiful, 
and they will sell you the same yarn for knitted accessories. I can 
personally recommend the fishing in New Brunswick too, for that 
is where I was brought up. The Kennebecasis River flowed through 
our meadows and | still remember our catch—speckled trout, 
strung through the gills on the crotch of an alder bush. 
Ontario has fine handicrafts, and there are a number of crafts 
men working near Toronto who give both private and class instruc 
tion. Outstanding are Rudy Renzius and Andrew Fussell in pewter 
and silver, Elfred Cox and Alfred Perry in wood carving.

The Inn grew out of 
a collection of art and craft shops which people came to visit, then 
stayed for lunch, then all night, and now they just settle for weeks. 
You can get instruction at $1.50 a lesson in weaving, lettering, 
scroll design, illumination, puppet carving, drawing, and illustra 
tion. They guarantee to teach anyone to weave in a week. 

There probably isn’t a more exciting place to fish in the country 
than Cranberry Portage in Manitoba where lake trout weighing 
thirty-five pounds are all in a day’s catch. Local handicrafts in 
Manitoba are interesting because of the number of different na 
tionalities which make up the population. The height of anyone's 
dream of a vacation with a purpose is the Banff School of Fine 
Arts under the direction of Donald Cameron of the University of 
Alberta, which opens its 19th session on July 10 this year, with a 
presession in painting from June 25-July 7 and a course in sing 
ing from July 2-28. The main summer session offers courses in the 
classical arts, including ballet, plus weaving and design, leather 
craft and glovemaking, with three ten-day courses in photography 
starting July 16. Student rates for the 40-day period run from 
$105 in bunk beds in cabins to $170 minimum for a single room 
in a private home. Tuition fees range from $25 to $60 depending on 
the course. Registered students are given special railroad fares to 
and from Banff and special rates on sightseeing trips out of Banff 
The whole setup is calculated to make even a husband consider 
other things besides fishing, though mountain trout make fine 
eating, too.

() went into construction on a wet, wintry night three years ago. 
Four couples, including the Wayne Woodmans, the Bill Ansleys, 
Vernie and |, had settled around some bridge tables for a few 
quick rubbers when someone said, quite casually, “We sure would 
like to build a house this spring.” The evening of bridge was over, 
but our housing development had begun. At first the talk was fair- 
ly abstract; we discussed what we liked and didn’t like in house 
design, construction, floor plans. But it wasn’t long before the 
conversation took a more practical turn; we began to talk about 
how we might all work this thing out together: buy our lots side- 
by-side, hire the same architect and contractor, save money by co- 
operation. The upshot of the evening was Wayne Woodman’s 
promise to write to his brother-in-law Bill Caudill, who was one of 


a firm of architects, “to see what he thinks.” Caudill, young and 








budget-minded, too, caught the spirit immediately and had traveled 


the 600 miles from his College Station, Texas, home almost be- 
fore we had opened his warning letter. When he arrived, Bill 
found the number of his potential clients diminished (one of the 
bridge-table couples had been transferred from Elk City) but 
there were still three couples left—-and exactly six different ideas 
about the way their houses should be built. Displaying diplomatic 
as well as architectural skill, Caudill tackled us, in group and 
individual conferences. He showed us how far from our informal 
way of life were some of our notions about housing. He presented 
a clear analysis of our problems and brought to each a well- 
thought-out solution. And he won us away from our rather limited 
conceptions of design. Tradition out here is only about 50 years 
old, but it still calls, firmly, for bungalows or “modified Cape

The Ansleys, just as we did, asked for an open fireplace, a large bath, plenty of inte- 
rior storage space, but their points of difference neatly illustrate the advantages of 
getting a made-to-order home. Like every family, they had minor wishes that don’t 
have to be fulfilled, but how nice when they are! First, the Ansleys wanted a bath 
that was accessible from the kitchen without having to go through the living or dining 
areas.

Or yop could—like the Kneelands—choose the warmth of community living 
on a smaller scale and live on the peninsula, an area extending south of San Francisco 
where the warmer, sunnier weather makes tennis, swimming, and patio barbecues year 
round local pleasures. You might—like the Frenches—take a romantic alternative 
and live on an island. Whatever the location, most husbands work in town, and a big 
evening still means the city, via a breath-taking drive over one of the bridges that 
bind San Francisco to its environs. Old inhabitants lament the passing of the ferry 
boats, but find consolation in other unsullied bits of San Francisco’s glamorous past 

the cable cars which by popular demand still toil busily up the steep hills, and Nob 
Hill. Faust may have to be seen from the third balcony left, but young couples 
patronize the opera with as much regularity, and probably with more real interest 
than the dowager.

iny truly delightful small homes, especially those that have been established for several years, are 

apt to have one feature in common: a lovely vine or two playing an important ornamental role against a house 

or garage wall, around a doorway or gate, draping an archway, or lending a welcome color note to an other 

wise mediocre side entrance. In addition, most of these vines grow on wooden trellises that have been so de- 
signed and built that they add to the attractiveness of the house, whether or not the vines are in blossom. 

Flowering vines and their supports deserve every homeowner's consideration because their decorative 

possibilities are almost endless, and the cost need not put too heavy a strain on modest budgets if the man of the 


house is reasonably handy with tools and goes about the project in the right way. One great advantage of build- 





ing the trellises yourself is that they can be tailored perfectly to fit the spots they are to occupy 


The accompanying illustrations will give you an idea of 






















some of the types of locations that lend themselves to vine 
clad trellises. The supports themselves are simple, direct 
and, while they have definite designs and character of their 
own, are always secondary to the lines and exterior style of 
the building which they supplement. In no case do they dom 
inate the scene—their purpose is to add harmonious accents 
not steal the whole show. 

The main exterior lines of a house are straight and run 
either horizontally or vertically. The outlines of a wall 
trellis (Figure C) should do the same, a prin 
ciple which usually eliminates fanlike and other 
curved forms used in trellises for gates (Figures 
A and D) and doorways (Figure B). Propor 
tions, naturally, are governed somewhat by the 
existing space, but in general the trellis is much 
taller than it is wide. To cover an entire wall, 
duplie ate the same lattice panel as often as neces 


sary to fill the space. In calculating di

The Donovans share the kitchen 
for plain meals, take turns at pots 


and pans when they entertain 


here is only one professional left in the Donovan family but 

when Warde and Peggy turn their talents to the kitchen the 
honors are divided about equally. Actor-baritone Warde and re- 
tired pianist Peggy both love music, both love food. And, difficult 
as it sometimes is for Warde to wedge his 6 feet 2 inches into their 
tiny New York kitchen, Peggy lets him share the cooking whenever 
he wants to. Warde, who recently appeared in Broadway's Tickets 
Please and the Burl Ives production of Knickerbocker Holiday, 
has good reason to know a croquette from a lamb chop—and good 
food from bad. As an actor—in films, television, and on the stage. 
he has eaten his share of hurried salamis on rye. And as a radio op 
erator during the last war, more mass-produced food than he likes 
to think about. Warde says that he is thankful for both of these 
experiences, though, because they taught him the necessity as well 
as the pleasure of cooking good food at home. 

The Donovan kitchen, though well-equipped, is small, and when 
Peggy and Warde entertain, they divide the chores into “inside and 
outside” work. If Warde’s doing the cooking, Peggy takes over the 
last-minute straightening up, gets two-year-old son Shayne to bed, 
and sets the table. If it’s Peggy’s turn in the kitchen, Warde does 
the “outside” jobs. There’s no professional rivalry between Warde 
and Peggy, but they both have their specialties and their own 
methods. Warde, who, as much as he likes to cook, must accommo- 
date his kitchen activities to a busy working schedule, prefers to 
make one-pot dinners in the pressure cooker—the hearty Spanish 
steak, for instance, that he first learned about in his native Califor- 
nia.

RICE TO RICHES 





| ps because you were thoroughly pelted with rice on your wedding day is no reason 


to ignore its myriad possibilities after the honeymoon. Like a clever but plain- 


faced woman, rice can be either dull or palpitating fare. Snub its potentialities and 


you'll get rice pudding. treat it lovingly and it will surprise you. In my work of 


preparing special dishes for the most pampered palates, | have found that rice is 


one of the most adaptable and popular fares. With a little imagination, you can work 


the same magic in your own kitchen

SAFFRON RICE

NITURE 
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SANDPAPER DOES IT 


By GEORGE DANIELS 


li, you've had sore fingers and poor results from most 
of your sandpapering experiments, it is perhaps be 
cause you do not know about the various types of paper 
und the best ways to use them. In most hardware stores 
you'll have a choice of five different sandpapers or. as 
the professionals know them, coated abrasives. Common 
est and most familiar is the yellowish-tan flint paper 
inexpensive but short-lived. Garnet paper, the reddish 
olored coated abrasive, is a little more expensive than 


flint. but cuts faster. For tough jobs on hard metals like 


iron and steel or for cutting into hard wood, you'll want 
aluminum oxide paper or cloth. It's brownish-purple 
extremely hard and sharp. Emery paper or cloth is the 
familiar dull-black stuff that every hardware store 


stocks, good for removing light rust, and polishing. Last 
is silicon carbide (some dealers call this emery paper 
too) which works best on glass, stone ft metals, and 
plastics, It's too brittle for hard metals and not cheap, so 
save it for special jobs. Whatever the chore, you can 


speed it up with the right paper and proper technique

Essentially, a vine trellis con- 


sists of relatively heavy vertical 
lighter 


crosspieces nailed on horizontally 


supports connected by 


or at a forty-five-degree angle, 
depending on the design. Open- 
ings of some size are left between 
all strips to simplify any manual 
twining or tying of the vines that 
may be needed to assist their 
natural climbing tendencies 

The heavy uprights are set sol 
idly in the 


ground far enough 


from the wall foundation so that 
when permanently in place, their 
inner surfaces are one- to two- 
inches from the face of the wall 
providing some air circulation be 
tween them and the wall 

The underground portions are 
treated with a good wood preser 
vative (usually a creosote prep- 


If the 


wall is concrete, brick, or stone, 


aration) before being set 
the uprights are secured to it at 
about three-foot intervals by ex- 
pansion bolts set three inches into 
the wall. These should be seven 
inches long if you are using three- 
inch lumber—three inches for the 
wall. three inches to pass through 
the upright, and one inch to al- 
low for the locking nut and wash 
er, plus space for slipping a small 
block of wood between wall and 
upright close to each bolt to sep- 
arate their surfaces slightly 

For a concrete block wall, tog- 
gle bolts are better than expan 
sion bolts, to avoid splitting the 
blocks. They should go entirely 
through the wall, so their length 
should be equal to the thickness 
of the block,

The ex 
teriors of many modern houses 
however, have such natural-look 
ing finishes that some of them 
seem to call for trellises of un 
painted yet softly colored wood 
such as redwood. In any case get 
smooth, “dressed” lumber for the 
sake of its appearance as well as 
your comfort in handling it

dition for five years or more with

Wherever horizontal pieces and 
light verticals cross each other, a 
single light wire nail driven 
through both and clinched at the 
back will strengthen the frame 
work. The best way to do this is 
to hold one hammer firmly against 
the back of the intersection while 
the nail is driven with another, 
thus steadying the thin wood 
against the blows
